ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1942 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
HECKMONDWIKE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1942,  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District.  The  Report 
is  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

Dr.  C.  Grant  Nicol  resigned  as  from  October  31st,  and 
his  successor  was  appointed  from  December  1st.  At  the  end 
of  October  Miss  Holmes,  Health  Visitor  was  released  for  service 
with  H.M.  Forces,  The  services  of  a Temporary  Nurse  was 
available  for  Clinics,  but  regretably  Health  Visiting  was  in 
abeyance  for  the  last  months  of  the  year,  pending  a new 
appointment.  Furthermore,  Mr.  A.  K.  Greenwood  retired  in 
July  from  his  post  as  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  was  succeeded  by 
Mr.  Housecroft  from  Grimsby  County  Borough  Staff. 

The  year  under  review  was  a healthy  one,  although  the 
incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  higher  than  usual  and  Tuberculosis 
notifications  exceeded  the  average  for  the  previous  fifteen  years, 
there  were  no  visitations  of  major  epidemic  disease  and  only 
one  death  was  recorded  from  contagious  disease  (excluding 
Pneumonia  and  Tuberculosis).  The  Birth  Rate  rose  sharply  and 
the  Death  Rate  decreased  from  the  previous  two  years 
respectively  ; the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  showed  a slight 
decrease  over  the  same  period.  These  significant  Returns 
applicable  not  only  to  your  town  but  to  the  country  as  a whole 
in  the  third  year  of  war  are  as  remarkable  as  they  are 
reassuring. 

My  acknowledgments  are  due  to  fellow  officials  who 
provided  necessary  returns  and  in  special  measure  to  Mr. 
Housecroft,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  Miss  Worthington,  the 
Health  Visitor  for  their  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  this 
Report.

“To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health" 


Sir, 

I am  pleased  to  present  the  record  of  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  for 
the  year  1942.  The  number  of  expectant  mothers  who  attended  the 
Clinic  was  85,  2 less  than  the  figures  for  the  previous  year.  These 
mothers  made  a total  of  attendances  which  works  out  at  2‘3 
attendances  each. 


The  subjoined  table  give  a complete  analysis  of  all  the  cases 
including  the  results  of  the  confinements  and  the  physical  state  of  the 
mothers.  Notwithstanding  war-time  restrictions  and  hardships,  the 
standard  of  health  of  the  women  has  remained  good.  In  only  a few 
cases  have  there  been  signs  of  malnutrition  and  these,  in  the  main, 
were  the  result  of  poverty  and  the  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  kind  of 
food  to  buy  and  the  proper  method  of  preparing  it. 

In  previous  reports,  I have  had  occasion  to  draw  attention  to  the 
inordinate  amount  of  Oral  Sepsis  largely  from  Pyorrhoea  and  Carious 
Teeth.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  some  improvement.  The 
number  of  mothers  exhibiting  this  condition  was  25%  as  compared 
with  29%  the  previous  year.  Even  so,  to  have  as  many  as  25% 
suffering  from  a condition  well  known  to  be  a contributory  cause  of 
Puerperal  Sepsis  and  other  conditions,  notably  Rheumatism,  is  not 
creditable  and  points  to  the  necessity  for  the  establishment  of  a regular 
dental  service. 
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Constipation,  which  in  previous  years,  has  been  the  subject  of 
criticism,  also  shows  a very  gratifying  improvement,  probably  due  to 
the  substitution  of  wholemeal  for  white  bread  and  the  greater  amount 
of  roughage  present  in  the  daily  diet. 

The  friendly  relations  with  the  Heckmondwike  Maternity  Home 
and  with  the  District  Midwife  have  been  maintained  and  to  this  must 
be  attributed,  in  no  small  measure,  the  good  results  achieved  during 
the  year. 

I should  like,  in  particular,  to  pay  tribute  to  the  efficient  service 
rendered  by  Nurse  Holmes,  the  Health  Visitor,  who  left  the  staff  in 
November  to  join  H.  M.  Forces.

As  from  September,  1942,  Cleansing  and  Salvage  came  under  the 
direction  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  prior  to  this  the  Surveyor  had 
been  the  officer  responsible  for  its  control. 

Ref  use  desposal  up  to  May,  1942,  was  by  Incineration  at  the 
Destructor  Works  in  Beck  Lane,  it  was  then  changed  to  Controlled 
Tipping,  the  tip  being  situated  at. the  Sewage  Works. 

At  the  same  time  that  the  Destructor  was  closed  down  the 
collection  of  Household  Refuse  and  Salvage  were  separated,  and  a 
collection  on  separate  weeks  instituted.

Scabies — 

One  hundred  cases  of  Scabies  were  treated  during  1942  in  the 
following  Groups  — Male  14,  Female  24,  Children  under  16 — 62. 
Under  previous  arrangements  patients  are  referred  to  Bailey  for  the 
initial  bath  and  application  of  Benzyl  Benzoate  and  the  second  bath 
taken  at  the  First  Aid  Post,  Heckmondwike.  Disinfection  of  bedding,, 
etc.  was  conducted  at  Batley.
